-Hitherto tho potty 
thleres and robbers hsve steered olear 
of all Ohio exhibits, and no 
complaints had bean flled with 
the Columbian authorities since the 
fair opened until Monday afternoon, 
when Mr, A. A. Oraham, of the Ohio 
ethnological exhibit, came rushing in 
Chief of Deteotlves Bonflold's ofBcu, 
relating to him the particulars of a 
bold robbery at the .anthropological 
building. The Ohio Historical 
society has one of the finest 
ethnological exhibits at the World's 



history of the early Ohio dwellers 
among their eahiWts. Besides keeping in 
view the primitive man and his rciu- 
nsmts, this soolety has a watchful eye 
on all prominent Ohio men of modem 
times. Thus some valuable material 
for the student of history has been 
gathered. Among the more modern 
exhibit* of the society Is also a beauti- 
ful brcmio com about twelve Inches 
square, which contains eight medals, 
four of solid gold and four solid sli- 
ver. Two of the gold medals repre- 
sent Garfield, while the two other gold 
medals represented Grant The four 
silver medals are also representations 
of prominent Ohio men. This oase, to- 
gether with the eiyht medals, was 
placed In a vary conspicuous position 
in front of the society's exhibits. The 
medals had great historical value, oslde 
from the worth of the metal, sine* 
they had been mad<» by special 
act of oongress at the United 
States mint at Philadelphia, an.l 
were presented to the Ohio Eth- 
nological society last fall.
